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* As per Applicant's arguments for claims 1-13, 19 and 20, and 33-37, Examiner asserts that Owa does disclose these limitations as set 
forth in Response to Arguments, page 3-6, paragraph 6 in response to arguments of claim 1 . In response to Applicant's argument for 
clams 21-24 that the references fail to show cedain features of Applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant 
relies (i.e., comparing the place where a physical block starts on a disc with the place where ECC block data starts to be written on the 
disc) are not recited in the rejected claim(s).
